by such ordinance provide for the levy and collection of
suflicient tax to pay the sum so appropriated, and also for
the issuing of warrants on the city treasury for the amount

may deem expedient.

Sec. 2. Any ordinance or resolution of the city coun-
cil of the city of Wingna appropriating money under the
provisions of this act, shall be submitted to the legal
voters of the city of Winona, for their approval or rejec-
tion, at a general or special eclection held in the city of
Winoena on a day named in said ordinance. Notice ot
such election, together with the ordinance to be voted on
thereat, shall be published -in the official paper of the
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oity at least once in each week for three successive weeks
immedintely preceding such election, and ‘such election
shall be conducted in the manner preseribed by law for
conducting elections for city officers. The voters at such
election voting in favor of said ordinance shall use ballots
baving written or printed thereon the words, ‘¢ For the
ordinance ;” and those voting against the said ordinance
shall use ballots having written or printed thereon the
words, ‘“Agninst the ordinance;” and if two thirds of
the votes cast at such election on that subject shall be in
favor of such ordinance, the same shall be deemed
adopted, and shall be in full force and effect. But if
two-thirds of the votes cast at such election on that sub-
ject shall not be in favor of such ordinance, then the
same shall be null and void.
